10. Pences ; There were four fences set about 1^, ra. apart 
and parallel to each other. The first or outer fence 
was three meters high with many strands of barbed wire, 
and the top of fence had three strands of wire 50 mm. 
thick, charged with electricity. The second fence was 
2| m; high with many strands of barbed wire . The third 
fence was two meters high with many strands- of barbed 
wire, "The fourth fence was one meter high with five 
strands of charged wire, 50 mm. thick. There was a sign 
next to the main gate entrance, ^t. 12, belov^ reading 
"Danger, High Voltage". The fences were three kilometers 
long from east to west, the width of the installation. 

I could not estimate the length of fence from north 
t:o south, bu t believed th at it was much longer than three 
kilometers, ^ many Polish Internal Security 

Corps Guards ^ Korpus Bezpieczenstwa Wewnetrznego — KBW) 
armed with carbines and PPs H type machine guns patrolling 
on Inside of fences.
